IVORLD CONDITIONS IMPROVING 

DESPITE Conference deadlock 

Although the’ World EcoiMMnic Conference 
hat not been able lo ditcover any ^>ecifK formula 
for hatleninf better timet, reports from viriom 
countries indicate that the upward trend of bush 
ness which set in a month or so ago n continuing. 
It has been authoritatively slated by government 
ipoketmen at Ottawa that there is less unemploy- 
rnent in Canftda than there was at the end of the 
winter months, while each week sees an increase in 
railway carloadings and railway travel, and most 
of the larger centres acrou the country report 
weekly bank clearing advances over last year. If 
the price of wheat rises steadily, or even maintains 
its present better fi^re. the feeling of confidence 
that amditi<m will engender is bound to have a 
beneficial effect on Canadian business activity 
_generally. 

Dun and Bradstreei Incorporntcd announces 
from New York **tt is no longer an opmion that 
business is on the upgrade; it is a fact.'* This con¬ 
cern also expresMs the view that the weekly in¬ 
crease in the backlog of unfilled orders is un- 
questkmtd proof of the permanency of the most 
general improvement. It observes that most graphs 
depicting the course of industrial activity are now 
at the peak for 1933, while others have crossed 
last year's posititm. some having bored even into 
the 1931 territory. In the latter category, by the 
way, the steel industry has taken the lead with pro¬ 
duction nearly on a par with 1930. Unfilled 
steel orders' for June shbwed an increase of 
176,056 tons over May. or the largest demand for 
any month mikc December. l9^. One financial 
writer, indeed, says United States trade reports i 
indicate orders poured in last' month from unex¬ 
pected sources and for amounts unsurpassed for a 
long time. This has resulted in substantial redu# 
lion in the number of idle workers. In many 
cases, moreover, there have been encouraging an- 
' liou&cemeoU of pay increases. 

Frewn London comes the announcement that 
there weia (44,771 fewer unemployed on Jtme 26 
than f month before, and 309.23> fewer than a 
year ago at that time. While this is an excellent 
sign, the number of idle workars in Great Britain 
stdl stands at the enormous total of 2.438,108. as 
at June 26. • It is nevertheless noteworthy that 
p . this considerable reduction of the workless should 
tdie place during the second month of the embargo 
on Russian unporU, which, of course, put .a stop 
to Britain's exports to the Soviet. Now that trade 
between the two nations has been re s tored by the 
removal of the embargo, consequent upon the re¬ 
lease of the two British engineers who were in 
priaoa. an immediate further demand for labor will i 
no doubt be forthcoming. The engineering trade | 
particularly was doing good business with Russia. ^ 
orders for the Soviet fmdmg employment for several | 
thousands m Birmingham and the northern Mid¬ 
lands sediofT'of the country.

That is 
an cxtraordmarily short time in which to cut the 
number of idle persons from ^approximately’ 
6(000.000 to 4.000.000. But if oth^ countries 
are im p rov ing their economic condition^vire have 
proof of this similar improvement must be tak¬ 
ing place in Germany, even though the situation * 
there may be not as roseate as Hitler would have 
the world believe. 

Other European nations, not^ly France, have 
smaller lists of unemployed than a few months 
ago. What will have a definite effect on these 
conditions, of course, will be a gradual reduction ’ 
of tariffs., Although definite action on this ques¬ 
tion may be delayed as far as (he deliberations of 
the World Economic Conference are concerned, 
various nations are entering into trade agreements 
on their own accounts. These pacts for the most 
part are designed lo facilitate the movement of i 
comrooditici. ^ as trade shall be allowed to 
flow normally between nation and nation, so will 
the wheels of industry in every country turn at 
a quicker pace, thus demanding the employmeni 
of more labor, which, in turn, will mean more 
money » circulation and more business all round.
